A t t o r n e y G e n e r a l 
Comments On New 
Motor Me a s ur e , 
Effective Jan. I. 


N ON-RESIDENTS 
ARE AFFECTED 


Provisions of the state’s new au­ 
tomobile liability security act, which 
goes into effect January I, 1934, are 
explained today by Attorney G en­ 
eral W illiam A Schnader in a digest 
published and copyrighted by the 
Pennsylvania Motor federation, of 
the American Automobile associa­ 
tion. 
The Gettysburg Motor club is a f­ 
filiated with the Pennsylvania fed­ 
eration and the American Automo­ 
bile association. 
The act, which directly or indi­ 
rectly affects every motor vehicle 
owner and operator in Pennsylvania, 
does not require all operators of 
motor vehicles to establish financial 
responsibility before obtaining oper­ 
ators’ licenses, Mr. Schnader points 
out. 
"But,” he adds, “it does require 
operators to prove their financial 
responsibility before they can ob­ 
tain licenses for the year beginning 
March I, 1934. if they have had two 
or more accidents wholly or partly 
due to their negligence during the 
twelve m onths preceding the filing 
of their applications, if the~damage 
caused by such accidents was $200 
or more.” 
N on-residents Are Included 
Operators—and this includes non­ 
residents 
of 
Pennsylvania—must 
provide proof of financial responsi­ 
bility in the following cases, accord­ 
ing to the attorney general: 
1. 
If the operator’s license has 
been suspended or revoked for vio­ 
lation of any of the law’s regulat­ 
ing the operation of motor vehi­ 
cles on the highways. 
2. 
If 
the 
operator, 
within 
twelve m onths preceding his ap­ 
plication for an operator’s license 
or renewal thereof, has either in 
Pennsylvania or elsewhere, had 
two 
or 
more 
accidents 
caused 
wholly or partly by his negligence 
which inflicted injury to persons 
or dam age to property aggregating 
more than $200.00. 
Negligence it 
presumed from the happening of 
an accident, but upon demand, a 
hearing may be had before the 
secretary’ of revenue and the oper­ 
ator m ay be exonerated of negli­ 
gence.

When J read that I thought of what a privilege it 
must have been to be a friend of Hazlitt. It is a treat today to read the 
thoughts, as expressed by him, in his all too scant collection of writings. 
It always makes one feel so good inside to sp>eak well apd in a praise­ 
worthy manner about someone. I dislike political contests where so many 
mean things are said back and forth. I cannot see the sense in it all. 
What is to be gained? Nothing but bitterness and hatred after the con­ 
test is over. No contest is worth it. 
It is a very safe rule to go by—to stick to those friends who always 
have a good word to speak of someone else. They are sure to be true un­ 
der all circumstances of fate. 
Most of us need encouragement more than anything else. None of us 
One of the evidences of the worth of praising is that it. always makes 
wants cheap flattery—which never did a good turn to any man.
